The wind started the canti- 
lever down the track, and it struck ana fell 
upon the little engine house, crushing it. 

Besides the killed, six men were seriously 
wounded. The only American in the party 
was Samuel Korns of Joliet. The cantilever 
will prove a total loss.

They were given $8,500 before 
leaving. Julius Stickle, his wife and sister, 
Bertha Gertach, withdrew from: the society 
on Wednesday last, while Hugo Miller, 
another miller, disappeared from the society 


three weeks agoandas yet his whereabouts 
have not been learned. Since Miller's de- 
parture the Boardof Elders has taken ac- 
tion and questioned the right of trustee 
Duss to pay out the society’s mondy without 
consuting them. Stickle, it is said, left with 
a gift of $2,500, while Miller was given $5 ,000 
The latter left by night and is reported pur- 
chased aticket for Kurope. The old mem- 
bers of the society are much excitea over the 
departures and fall to understand why the 
unprecedented sums of money were given 
as never before under like circumstances 
were amounts exceeding $50 or $60 given to 
departing members. When Miller left 
Economy the council members held a meet 
ingand protested against the action of 
Trustee Duss in disposing of the money. All 
of the old Board of Elders were resent and 
much indignation was express 

Trustee Duss explained that it was not nec- 
essary for him to consult the board, and in 
some manner arranged matters. ‘It was 
only yesterday that it was discovered that 
Stickie, who has been an Economite for 
three years, had lefe, and his whereabouts 
are not yetknown. The Board or Riders will 
hold another meeting to-day. 

Trustee Duss said to the reporter: The 
Board of Elders has nofhing to do with me; I 
have power of attorney, and can give as 
much money as I care to under the circum- 
stances. I gave the money according to — 
own judgment, ana therefore the council 
had no right to take action. 

The absence of Miller and Stickle was the 
chief topic of discussion ata family meeting 
in the Fecht residence last night. While it 
was in progress James Ward, a brother-in- 
law of First Trustee John Duss, called at the 
house and said that he was authorized to 
make to the two Fecht families an offer of 
$50,00 to leave the society. The amount in- 
cludes $10,000 a piece, he said, and the offer 
was mace on the best authority. Henry 
Fecht remarked that he would consider no 
such proposition.

Confessions Sscured From George 
Delaney’s Accomplices. 


ALL OF ABBIE OLIVER'S ASSASSINS BUT 
ONE IN JAIL AT STURGIS, KY. 


The Authorities Have All the Details of 
the Plot to Rescue Delaney and the 
Inciden‘s of the Killing—The Father 
of the Murdered Girl Recovering— 
Sturgis Excited ani Lynchings 
Feared. 


MORGANFIELD, Ky., April 
murder of Miss. Abbie Oliver by George De- 
laney (the young man who was forced to 
marry her) and his friends who attacked 
Miss Oliver, her father and mother on their 
way home from the wedding, officers have 
been working to secure confessions. Lewis 
Land, a young man who had not been sus- 
pected, last night confessedto the Police 
Judge of Morganfield that he, Frank Holt, 
George Delaney, Milt Owen, W. H. Holt. J. 
L. Tate, Alex Thompson and an unknown 
man were the ones who attacked the Olivers. 
They wanted to rescue Delaney before the 
marriage. 

Will Holt broke down after his arrest last 
night and confessed, corroborating all the 
material points in the affidavit made by 
Lewis Land. 

George P. Henry, the Sturgis druggist, was 
removed from jail last night and placed 
under a special guard, as the testimony of 
both Land and Will Holt shows he was not 
with the murderers. The eighth party to the 
crime, whose name the officers refused to 
divulge, has fied the county. The ex- 
amining trial has been set for next Saturday. 

The people are excited, but seem disposed 
to let the law take its course. 

Taylor Oliver, the wounded father of the 
murdered girl, is better, and will be able to 
attend the examining trial next Satur- 
day. 

Jim Lee Tate has partially confessed enough 
to exonerate George P. Henry, who will like- 
ly be released entirely and returned to Stur- 
gis to-day. The sympathy of the  peo- 
ple is with him, and they have been slow to 
believe him implicated from the first, as his 
character has always beenof the highest. 
Land’s confession last night was entirely 
voluntary. He was overcome by ro- 
morse. 

Excitement is at fever heat at Sturgis and 
Dut little business is being transacted. 
Crowds of countrymen are in town and in- 
dignation is high. Nothing but the Oliver 
murder istalked about, and conservative 
people fear trouble to-night.

Paris, Tex., April8’.—Judgeé Bryant, upon 
being apprised of the — at Antlers, | 
immediately addressed the¢eliewing note to 
United states Marshal Dickerson: 


SIn-I am justin receipt of a telegram from J. C. 
Gibbons, United States Commissioner at Antiers, 
which reads as follows, to-wit: 

Outlook is bad. No protection to United States 
citizens. Trouble imminen 

This court has no — to interfere in the 
local troubles now existingin the Choctaw Nation 
between its own citizens. If United States citizens, 
taking ho part in the Cnvctaw troubles, are liable to 
be injured in their persons it is your duty to avert 
such danger if possible. I would suggest that you 
send deputies to Antlers at once, but give 
them specific instructions not to interfere as be- 
tween the Choctaws, and to protect United States 
citizens against unlawful violence from either fac- 
tion; and, if United States citizens persist in taking 
part with either faction and commit any violation of 
the law of the United States, that said deputies 
arrest and bring them to this court for trial. In 
order that the purpose for which said deputies are 
sent toAntirs may not bemisunderstood, direct them 
to inform the 8 e of Antlers of their’ position in 
accordance with the above suggestions. Select only 
prudent and competent men to go there. Very re- 
spect fully.

BUT THE GOVERNMENT LEARNED OF 
AND FOILED THEIR PLANS. ; 
Soldiers Surround the Rendesvous, and 
Without a shot the Entire Party, With 
Damaging Evidences, Was Enmeshed— 
A Vigorous Campaign to Be Inaugu: 
rated — Intermational Complications 
and India’s North Wall of Defense. 


MaDRID, April 8,—The Government has dis- 
covered an alarming conspifacy of An- 
archists at Xeres,evidently having for its ob- 
ject an insurrection against the authorities. 
It iad been supposed that the execution last 
year of four Anarchists who had been leaders 
in an outbreak at Xeres would prove a lesson 
tothese outlaws, but the facts within the 
knowledge of the authorities leave no doubt 
that the Anarchists are as desperate as ever 
and animated by a desire to avenge their 
comrades who perished by the garrote about 
fourteen months ago. It was stated at that 
time that the condemned men would be 
avenged, and their friends openly proclaimed 
that they died as martyrs In the cause of the 
working Classes. As the Anarchists appeared 
to be quiet for some ‘time, the Government 
aia not push the prééécution of other An- 
archist prisoners with severity and no more 
ofthose who had been engaged in the out- 
break were convicted. 
' The Anarchists, however, continued to 
plot, and information was received by the 
authorities recently to the effect that the 
conspirators had rides and other arms and 
met to form their plans in a house near 
Xeres. Steps were taken to surprise and 
capture the Anarchists. 

At dead of night a band of soldiers pro- 
ceeded to the designated farm-house ana 
quickly surrounded it. When the troops 
had been placed so as to prevent any chance 
of escape, the commander and several of 
his best men went to the door and knocked 
for admittance. There was immediate con- 
fusion within, and one of the inmates asked 
ina loud voice, without opening the door, 
who was there. 

The commander answered: Friends.“ 

This was not satisfactory to the Anarch- 
ists, who evidently had some password, and 
voices were heard within indicating that the 
conspirators guessed who their visitors were. 
The commander gave them no time to pre- 
pare for resistance, but demanded a sur- 
render with threats that every person in the 
house would be killed ifthe demand was re- 
fused. The Anarchists evidently knew that 
resistance was hopeless and the door was 
opened to the soldiers. The conspirators 
were found to be armed both with rifles and 
with large knives,and among the captives 
were several desperate outlaws for whom the 
police had long been searching. 

The farm house was found to bea den of 
the Anarchists and a place of deposit for 
thelr correspondence, The documents found 
showed that preparations had been made for 
another, outrage in revenge for the execu- 
tions in 1892 and that the outbreak was to 
have taken place to-day. The prisoners were 
taken to Xeres and lodged inthe same jail in 
which the condemned Anarchists were con- 
fined last year before their execution. . 

The GovernMént is determined to give an 
example that valli. put a stop tothe Anarchist 
conspiracies in beres and vicinity and in 
structions have been sent to tue authorities 
to make a most Searching investigation and 
to bring the prisoners toa speedy trial. Itis 
stated that several of the captives were per- 
sonal associates of Busigni, Zarsetella, 
Lamla and Lebrijano, the four executed An- 
archists, and had pledged themselves to 
avenge them. The men were garrote for 
having led a desperate attempt in 1892 to 
pillage Xeres and liberate prisoners confined 
at that place. The attack at that time was 
most stubborn and the Anarchists were 
killed and about twenty wounded, besides 
the Killing of an innocent spectator. 


INDIA’S NORTH WALL OF DEFENSE. 

BOMBAY, April 8.—Gen. Roberts, late com - 
mander in chief of British forces in India, In 
responding toa toast to his health at a fare- 
well banquet here, said: ‘‘It is impossible 
to exaggerate the value of our frontier de- 
tense in contesting the front of an open at- 
tack from the direction of Afghauistan. 
These defenses have secured the frontier 
arsenals and the main line of communication 
inthe rear. In the event of troops being en- 
gaged in operations ona large scale across 
the border, these defenses will furnish an 
advance busis for a field army. The moral 
effect is also extremely beneficial in afford- 
ing proof of the determination of Great 
Britain to fulfill her engagements to protect 
Afghanistan from foreign aggression. 
The multiplication of defenses beyond a cer- 
tain point would be a source of danger, be- 
sides being a signof weakness and timidity. 
A mobile and well equipped field army ts an 
infinitely more important factor than the 
most powerful system of defenses. Iam glad 
to be able to declare that the army in India 
was never moreefiicient,’’ 


DETAINED A SUSPECT'S LETTERS. 

Beriry, April 8.—The Government has 
made a strong protest in Paris against the 
action of the Frénch postal authorities in de- 
taining for a week the letters sent bya Ger- 
man named Kurtzto the German Consul in 
Rouen and the German Ambassador in Paris. 
Kurtz was arfested in Rouen as a gp and 
imprisoned, He wrote letters protesting his 
innocence to Count Muenster and to the 
loca] Consul on the first day of hls imprison- 
ment. As no proof of his guilt could be ob- 
tained by the authorities he Was released a 
week later and was expelled from the coun- 
try without having received even an apology. 
After he was across the border his letters of 
complaint were delivered tothe persons ad- 
dressed. 


NO SEALS AT NEWFOUNDLAND. 
Sr. Jones, Newfoundland, April §.—The 
Newfoundland seal fishery is now admitted 
to bea total failure for this season, Tue 
schooner Thrasher has arrived from Bona 
Vista and reports that seventeen steamers 
were ot the north coast without seals. 
Among all there is not sufficient to load on 
ship. The total catch of the fleet is not ex- 
pected to yield 99,000 seals, which is one- 
fourth of last year’s catch. 


BRITISH SHIP SUBSIDIES. ; 
Loxpox, April8.-In the Houge of Com- 
mons E. Robertson, one of the Lords of the 
Admiralty, stated in reply toa question that 
there would be no reCuction in the number 
of subsidized merchant cruisers. excepting 
the two transferred to the Untted States 
flag. The Cunard steamers Etruria and Um- 
bria would be replaced as cruisers by the 
Cam pania and Lucania in 1804, the two lat- 
ter vessels receiving increased subsidies.

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PUNISH ALL THE RASCALS. 


The charges of fraud in last Tuesday’s 
election, which have been freely made to 
ease the pain of defeat in particular cases, 
should not be permitted to drop at the will 
of their instigators. Noone doubts that 
there were frauds, and gross frauds, per- 
petrated at the polls, but no one believes, 
as the galledand disgruntled Republican 
organ attempts to make out, that they 
were committed entirely by the Democrats 
or especially against the particular candi- 
date who represented its supposed graft on 
the Republican party of this city, and | 
who largely through its own folly was 
snowed under. 

It would take a revelation from a source

But most 
men who have displayed this talent have 
comiplicated relations with the financial 
world, and private considerations still in- 
fivence them in public office. The influ- 
ence may be indirect; often it is very re- 
mote. But it is very real and very potent, 
as the experience of every city in the 
country testifies. The people of Chicago 
seem to have found this out.

SHIP OWNERS CALL FOR THE PROTEC- 
TION OF THE MILITARY, 


Dragoons Patrolling the Docks and Pre- 
vent:ng a Repstiticn of Yesterday’s 
Incidents—Non-Union Workmen Nu- 
merous, but Afraid—Railroai Strikes 
in the Southwest—Rumored Trouble at 
New Albuquerque This Morning. 


Lonpon, April 8.—The situation arising 
from the dock laborers’ strike in Hull is still 
serious. There has been no fighting since the 
police drove the union men off the Monte- 
vello, trom which non-union men had previ- 
ously been driven. The refusal of the com- 
promise offered by the strikers last night has 
caused much indignation among the leaders 
of the Dock Laborers’ Union, as they con- 
sider the refusal of the ownersto be a snub, 
and, it may be said, fear thatit presages a 
defeat. } 

Business at the docks was resumed this 
morning, the work of loading and unloading 
being done by non-union men, of whom 
there are many inthe town willing to work 
if they are assured protection from the riot- 
ous strikers. The report thatthe authori 
ties had asked for military assistance proves 
to have been correct and the docks are this 
morning by dragoons. 

The Streets and drinking places along the 
water front are filled with strikers and their 
sympathizers, who are bitter in their de- 
nunciations of the Shipping Federation. 
Though threats are heard in every direction, 
there has been as yet to-day no attempt to 
create disorder. This is probably due to the 
presence of the soldiers, and also to the 
fact that the police force has been strongly 
reinforced, The strikers are sullen, how- 
ever, and it would require only a spark to 
Start a flame that would have disastrous con- 
sequences. The authorities are determined 
to preserve order at all hazards, and should 
the strikers attempt to repeat the riotous 
demonstrations of yesterday they will meet 
with scant courtesy. 

The non-union men are performing their 
work satisfactorily, and it is not belleved 
that any further delay will occur in the dis- 
patch of vessels or in the unloading of those 
which arrive. No response has yet been re- 
celved tothe appeal issued yesterday to the 
Dock Laborers’ Unions in London, Liverpool 
and Glasgow for assistance to help the Hull 
Union 1n fighting the shipping federation. It 
is thought probable that an attempt will be 
made to draw the Sailors and Firemen’s 
Union into the struggle. Should a successful 
attempt of this kind be made it would be bard 
to foretell how widespread the strike might 
become. 


DARE NOT RETURN, 
PROVIDENCE, R. I., April 8.—The strike of 
the dresser tenders at the Riverside print 
mills nas assumed a strange phase. The 
strikers have been out for two weeks, but 
they have come tothe conclusion that they 


cannot win and are trying to get back. The 
other operators, however, do not wish the 
strike to cease and have threatened bodily 
harm to the dresser tenders, who have been 
so intimidated that they dare not enter the 
mill enclosure. 


A THREATENED STRIKE. 

SAN ANTONIO, Tex., April 8.—The trouble 
between the conductors, brakemen and the 
Assistant General Manager of the San 
Antonio & Aransas Pass Ratlroad, Charles B. 
Peck, has not yet been settled. The con- 
ductors and trainmen are at outs and Mr. 
Peck has refused to sign articles ofa 
ment for the Grievance Committee of either 
organization. The brakemen threaten to 
strike if their articles of agreement are not 
signed in a few days. 


A RUMORED STIKE. 

DENVER, Colo., April 8.—Private advices 
just received here from Albuquerque, N. M., 
is to the effect that all the mechanics in the 
employ ofthe Santa Fe & Atlantic Pacific at 
that Ir went out on a strike this morning.

WasHED AWAY BY BY THE RIVER.——The rise 
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The Society of Pedagogy held an important 
meeting in the assembly-room of the Board 
of Education bullding this morning. The 
committee appointed at the last meet- 
ing to outline a plan of i reorgani- 
zation reported through Prof. Wm. 
M. Bryant. The committee was 
composed of Prof. F. E. Cook, chairmen; 
Prot, W. M. Bryan, Miss Mary O. McCulloch, 
Miss Susan V. Beeson and Prof. G. T. Mur- 
phy. Many ofthe subjects brought up dur- 
ing the sessions of the society have been con- 
sidered as deviating from the line of 
work for which the society was 
organized. President Wilcox mentioned this 
fact some months ago, and at the last 
meeting Prof. Bryant brought the matter 
again before the society with the result that 
a committee of five was appointed to draw 
up a plan of reorganization. The report sub- 
mitted by the committee this morning pro- 
posed the continuation of the present gen- 
eral meetings, to be supplemented by 
meetings in sections, for the study of 
Special subjects. They recommended that 
the general meetings be devoted entirely to 
the discusion of the acience of pedagogy, and 
that the supplementary meetings be held by 
individuals specially interested in certain 
branches connected with but not in- 
corporated in the science of ped- 
— The committee in its ro- 
pees advised that one section devote 

tself to the study of the sclency of pedagogy 
together with its practical applications; one 
to psychology, bothin its physiological and 
retrospective phases; one to ethics, theo- 
retical and practical; one to 2228 educa- 
tion, its purposes, limfts and methods, and 
that section report and  dis- 

observations of child 

m a pedagogical view. 

The committee also suggested thatan Exec- 
utive Committee be appointed to arrange the 
programmes for the general meetings,to look 
after the — oy ofthe supplementary 
sections and to assist inthe organization of 
independent bodies of teachers who wish to 
take up special studies. 

This reorganization, the committee held, 
would prove of great benefit both tothe in- 
dividualand tothe public schools through- 
out the city. 

The report as submitted by the committee 
was unanimously adopted and the committee 
was delegated to draw uprules and regula- 
tions for the Executive Committee. 
The constitution of the new 80 
clety was amended to harmonize with 
the articles of re-organization, and the an- 
nual dues were reduced from 83 to$l. Here- 
after there will be no associate 
members, all being active, Fifteen 
new members were admitted this 
morning. Prof. I. E. Page, Directorof the 
Lincoln Institute at Jefferson City, was pres- 
ent at the meeting by invitation, ‘and spoke 
of the work of his school,

The Stereotyped Story of Benefits to the 
Consumers—Facts Do Not Prove the 
Truth of That Tale—Reductions in 
Frice That Did Not Reduce—List Outs 
and Suspended Disoounts.

MIDDLEPORT, O., April 8.—Clifton, W. Va., 
just across the river from this place, is on 
Are, and $500,000 worth of valuable property is 
now ein ashes. The fire broke out in one ot 
sheds belonging to the Clifton Salt and Bro- 
mine Co. about noon yesterday and spread 
with wonderful rapidity to adjoining bulld- 
ings. The fire started from a spark alighting 
from the company’s engine, and as a high 
wind was biowing against the flames, the 
whole town was soon in blazing mass. 
The flames ran ina northeasterly direction 
right through the heart of the town. 
Only about one-third of the property de- 
stroyedis insured. Twenty-five homes are 
destroyed and families left homeless. The 
Salt and Bromine Co. is the heaviest loser, 
their loss being estimated at $25,000, with 
only about one-third insured. 

The company had just insured a large stock 
of goods, in allamounting to about $45,000. 
The Masonic building, three stories in height, 
was entirely destroyed. This building was 
only partly insured, The fire companies and 
engines from this city were ferried across 
the river, and are doing good workin stay- 
ing the flames. The Post-office was also 
burned, together with a part of the records. 
All the stores in the town were destroyed, to- 
gether with their contents. 


NEBRASKA PRAIRIES SWEPT. 

OMAHA, Neb., April 8.—A violent gale pre- 
vailed throughout Nebraska all day yester- 
day. Reports from various portionsof the 
State indicate prairie fires of considerable 
magnitude in Many counties.

Morello a $100 Yearling—Winners of 
Over $50,000 That Were Bought for 
Less Than 8500—International Bill- 
fard Tournament Declarea Off—Ths 
Wheel—Base Bail—Sporting News. 


Col. Walter Parmer, the Nashville turf- 
man, who will conduct auction sales of 
yearlings at the Fair Grounds during the 
spring meeting of the St. Louts Jockey Club 
andatthe fall trotting meeting, says that 
purchasing yearlings has the same fascina-. 
tion for a turfman that the buying of lottery 
tickets has ona negro, Neither one can help 
himself. They have got to buy and take a 
gambler’s chance for realizing on the specu- 
lation. | 

It would be hardly fairtosay thatthe odd 
are equally as long andthe chances equally 
as bad in both cases, because the betting 
fiend has nothing but blind luck to bank on, 
while the turfman can sometimes get a line 
by the colts’ breeding and general appear- 
ance. But tue string of highly bred year- 
lings that commanded enormous prices and 
then failed to realize expectations is 
80 long that a man takes very 
long chances who pays big money 
for a blue-blooded yearling. The turfman is 
an tnsistent gambler, and the game of chance 
is the breath of his nostrils. Nothing on 
earth gives him more genuine pleasure than 
a real bargain,and bargains in race horses 
stud the history of the turf like gems to 
dazzle the eyes of the man with a horse turn 
and a few spare dollars. Some elegant things 
in yearlings have been picked up during the 
past few years. There is Morello for in- 
stance, last year’s Futurity winner, who has 
placed one fortune to his owner’s credit 
and bids fair to improve the matter this sea- 
son. Everyone remembers how Tom Dods- 
well picked up the ungainly son of Kolus for 
$100 and has now much reason to regret hav- 
ing parted with bim to Frank Van Ness for 
$8, The peerless Proctor Knott sold for 
$450. Tenny was a 8210 yearling ana 
Racelangd who won $89,145, left his 
breeder’s hands for a $225 consideration. 
King Crab, who earned $47,297; Badge, $63,- 
650; Madstone, $44,560; Protection, $30,880; 
Diablo, $45,652, and Burlington, $42,220, all 
were bought in yearling form for less than 
$500. Luke Blackburn was a $500 yearling. 
Hanover, who won $121,782, was worth 51, 380, 
and Strathmeath first sold for $1,050. Tam- 
many and Lamplighter did not command 
sensational prices as yearlings, the 
latter, in fact, because his 
obscure breeding being upon 
as a long chance. The list could be con- 
tinued indefinitely, showing in every case a 
yawning distance between the horse’s earn- 
ings and his yearling price. Opposite to it 
could be placed anothertest of high-priced 
yearlings again, showing an equally long 
stretch between the price paid andthe money 
earned. It all goes to show that chance is 
king in the turf world. 

HAWTHORNE AND GARFIELD PARK DATES. 

If Hawthorne and Garfield .are not to have 
conflicting dates at Chicago this summer 
there will bea very small margin in which 
Garfield can run previous to the opening of 
the big Washington Park meeting. The Haw- 
thorne spring meeting begins May 16. It is 
possible the owners of the west side track 
contemplate running during the first half of 
May, but this will be a rather unseasonable 
period for such events as a $20,000 Derby and 
a $10,000 Hesing stake, although, should 
the present weather continue much longer, 
the tracks will soon de in good condi- 
tion—better than they were last year the first 
of July.
